News office she was cajoled into sitting at her old desk. 


Mrs. Esther’ Black, former 
newspaper woman and more re- 
cently housing manager of the 
Upaind Housing Authority, is one 
of five university graduates now 
undergoing teacher training in 
Upland under a Ford Foundation 
program. Mrs. Black is the only 
local member. 

One of the conditions of the 
|grant is the sponsoring of pros- 
'pective teachers by the education 
|district in which they receive 
their practice. 

While Mrs. Black lives in 
Claremont, on Miramar Ave., 
she has long been associated with 
| Upland. It was while she was so- 
ciety editor of The Upland News 
| that she became interested in

were taken to obtain the Federal 
housing grant for Los Olivos, the 
city’s low rental home area, 
north of Foothill Blvd. and the 
consequent removal of many be- 
low par homes in the city.

Ontario city councilmen are to decide the question April 
10, Surely the best inter-city and inter-community relations 
could be maintained if this matter were the subject of a joint 
discussion among leaders of all areas concerned.

Plans for Added 
Facilities Are 
Given in Defail 


Scope of the present sewer fa- 
cilities here, reasons why more 
facilities are needed and reasons | 
for the $800,000 bond issue April 
10 are outlined in a summary pre- 
pared in the Upland city hall. 

The sumimary follows; 

The city of Upland is seriously 
in need of larger and better sew- 
er facilities to meet the needs of 


our growing community. A re- 
cent survey made by James M. 
Montgomery, consulting  engi- 
neér, of the present Sewer svVs- 


tem reveals the urgency of this 
matter by outlining the existing 
deficiencies, and it also presents 
recommendations for correcting 
these deficiencies, 
DEFICIENCIES CIPFED 

Let’s take a look at what some 
of these deficiencies are and the 
proposals made to correct these 
deficiencies. 

The outfall sewer line, located 
in Campus Ave. which transports 
all of the sewage to the disposal 
plant located south of the On- 
tario airport, is much too small 
and at times now reaches its 
maximum capacity. 

The ‘‘A’’ St. line and the 7th St. 
line are not of an adequate size 
and proper design to handle the 
flow they are now carrying. This 
could develop into an undesire- 
able health problem in the future. 

The present sewage collection 
system does not provide adequate 
coverage of the city to take care 
of our present growth, particu- 
larly the potential residential de- 
velopment on the west side of the 
city and industrial and residen- 
tial development on the east side 
of the city as well as the rapid 
growth northerly. 

Improve the present disposal 
plant facilities by adding one 
tri@kling filter. 

BOND ISSUE IN 1917 

In 1917, the voters passed Up- 
land’s first sewer bond. There 
were 3,000 people in Upland then. 
In that same year the first sew- 
er line was installed. This line 
consisted of a main outfall ex- 
tending from the disposal plant 
located in the southeast part of 
Ontario up Campus Ave. to ‘‘A’”’ 
St. and west on ‘‘A’”’ to Euclid 
Ave. During the subsequent years 
laterals have extended from 
these initial lines to serve resi- 
dential and business sections of 
the city. 

The: sewer system in Upland 
now eXtends as far north as 17th 
St. as far west as Baldy View

Since Upland only holds a 50 
per cent entitlement to the line, 
the city is then limited to a flow 
of 1.5 million gatlons per day.
